Randing in the preſent Proſecution, [ intend to give a ſhort 
Relation of the firſt riſe and cauſe and ground of this pre- 
ſent «,ifference, and Perſecution. 

In the Year 168g. by the good Providence of God George Keith was 
earneſtly invited to remove f, om- his Plantation in Ea&-7ar/ey, to 
keepa School in Ph1/ade/phia, which he did ; but kept an Ufher and 
ſpent a great part of his time in Reading, Meditation, Vilting Mee- 
tiogs,and anſwering the Conſcientious Doubts and Queltions of many 
Pcople; and there was a more than ordinary ſeeming SatisfaRion in 
general among the People calied Quakers, that they were ſo fayonred 
with the aſſiſtance of George Keirh, But alas! this great loye was 
but ſhort liv*d ; and as in other Caſes one Extream” begets the con- 
trary, ſo in this; for their loye and reſpe&s"to him were never ſs 
grear,but now the Envy and Hatred of many exceeds; and that upon 
the account of his Chriſtian Teſtimony, For it was but a little time 
that he hd been amongſt us, and | reached the true Faith of Chritt, 
both without and within, bur ſome began to te dilſatisficd, and whiſ< 
_ it ahout in private, which, when he came to underſtand, he 
aboured in much love and tenderneſs to undeceiveand ſatisfie thoſe 
that he came tv know were diſſatisfied ; and ſome did receive good 
Satisfaftion ; but others caſt his Labours of Love bettind their backs; 
and much whiſperirg and back-bitirg there were in private againſt 
the | ottrine held forth-by G. X, and ſome began to contradict his 
Teſtimony in publick Meetings ; but yet this were born with, and 
no open Difference until one William Stockdate accuſed Geo. Keith of

and Party met at the nal time and place, and Te, Lloyd ind porty 
went tothe Mectirg houſe at the Centre, which made the firſt SEPeEt U= 
tion, Now the Litterence being thus far advanced, cauſed much 
diicourſe and enquiry into the matter by all forts et People, and great 
flockisg to Mectings there was, boih in I own and Country, where 
G. K. came, ana his Teitimony had much Reception in the hearts of 
many ; which beiig perceived by he. Lleyd and Party, the only Ex- 
peui.nt they could devite, was to condemn E, XK. whereupon the 20th 
of the 4th Mon. 1692. Twenty Eight of them calied Miniſters mex 
tog<iher at Philadelpbra, & without ever ſo much as acquainting GK, 
puolithed a Paper of Judgment againſt him, condemuing i:in 8s 4 
Perſon a$t04 the jear of God bezore .s Eyes, &Cc. which done, T.. omas 
Licyd, Samwell Fenn, s, Arthur Cook, Jobn Delavali, and others inade 
it their buſencſs to follow G. K. from Mceting to Meeting, violently 
oppoling his Teſtimony, and ſometimes making uſe of their M «giſtra- 
tical Power to effect their deligns, which cauſed greas Contcirs and 
Confulions ; and G, K, from time to time complaining of their In- 
juſtice, for condemning of kim without all Hearing or Tryal, upon 2 
time in Chefer-County, The. Liyod ſaid, George, sf thou thinkeft thy ſelf 
@grie ved by that Judgment, there iu Relief for thee : #hou may appeal to tre 
Yearly Aceting, which #s now approaching ; which advice G.K. followed, 
and made an Appeal to the ſaid Yearly Meeting, and propoſed twelve 
particular Heads to be conkdered, difcourſed of and reſolved by the 
People called Lakers at the (aid Yearly Mceting, and that rhey might 
have Timely notice of the ſaid Appeal, and be the better prepared to 
anſwer it,, G. K.procurcd the ſaid Appeal to be printed. Which was 
no ſooner done, but they IfTucd forth a Warrant, and apprehended 
Wiliam Brad; ord the Printer, and Yo =» M*Comb, who (a> they were 
informed) had dilpoſed of gwo of the faid Papers, and committed 
the ſaid W. 8. and F. A. to Goal; and :lto feized all the faid Papers 
they could meet with, and took away a gocd quantity of HW", Brad ods 
Letters, tending to the d.ſavling of him to work for t15 Wife 
and Children; and upon prertence of another Warrant granted with
